Turning right 

in front of bikers 

Since bikers are required to travel on 
the right side of the road, they often- 
times are in the blind spot to drivers 
turning right. When that happens, 
the cars might just turn into bikers 
who are in the established bike lane. 


Passing too close 

State law requires that cars pass bik- 
ers with at least 3 feet of clearance 
separating the two, but that seldom 


happens. Sometimes, cars passé cloae 
to bikers to intimidate them or if the 
driver thinks the biker is taking up 

too much room. This is dangerous for 
many reasons, the biggest being that 
all it takes is a small pothole, rock or 
buckled pavement to knock a rider a 
bit off track. If there is no safe space to 
move into, bikers will collide with cars. 


Occupying an 
unprotected bike lane 
Bikers have to travel as far right of 
the lane as safety permits, accord- 
ing to law. When you've got your 
car double-parked there or a taxi 

is idling there waiting for a fare, it 
forces cyclists to travel in the lane of 


maving traffic. That's mat qaod. 


Not using a turn signal 
No-brainer, right? Everyone has this 
complaint about other drivers, but 
it can be very hazardous for bikers. 
Let's say a biker is in the bike lane. 
All of a sudden, you brake. The biker 
thinks nothing of it, since he’s in the 
bike lane. But—surprise!—you'’ve de- 
cided to turn right, which is right in 
his line of travel. See the problem?

Protesters: Pay us more 


Campaign aims 
to secure $15 an hour 
for low-wage workers

Standing with other protesters on Chicago’s 
storied State Street, Charde Nabors, 21, said 
she’s fighting for better pay and more oppor- 
tunities for workers like her. 

Nabors said she earns $9 an hour at Sears 
and would like to work full time rather than 
her current 20 hours a week. She relies on 
food stamps to help feed her two children, 
ages 2 and 5 months. 

“Food stamps help but they don’t pay the 
rent,” Nabors said, acknowledging the diffi- 
culty of searching for work and taking public 
assistance. “I keep this guard up because I 
look at their faces every day and I know I have 
to do what I can do [to] support them.” 

She and other fast-food and retail workers 
flocked to downtown Chicago on Wednesday 


to make a public pitch for higher wages. Their 
“Fight for $15 campaign” seeks $15 an hour for 
employees. It is supported by a coalition of local 
community, labor and faith-based organizations 
—including the Workers Organizing Commit- 
tee of Chicago, a group of downtown fast-food 
and retail workers that launched in November. 

The group has been working with others to 
stage protests and push for a boost in Illinois’ 
minimum wage, which has remained at $8.25 
since 2006. 

The protests have been gaining steam in the 
fast-food and retail sectors—which have gen- 
erated the most jobs since the recession, labor 
experts said, but are among the lowest paid. 

The rolling protests began at 5:30 a.m. as 
workers walked off the job at some McDon- 
ald’s restaurants and Dunkin’ Donuts, organiz- 
ers said.

Wednesday’s action in Chicago came 
just weeks after hundreds of fast-food 
workers walked off their jobs in New 
York City, also in a push for higher 
wages. Late last year, Wal-Mart workers 
in select cities staged protests, seeking 
higher wages and benefits as well as 
pushing back against the retailer’s 
decision to open on Thanksgiving.

“An increase to the minimum wage, com- 
bined with the increased employer costs for the 
national Affordable Care Act, will threaten the 
vitality of the industry and result in restaurants 
closing and workers losing their jobs,” Illinois 
Restaurant Association President Sam Toia said.

Debuting early next week, the Kono Hana 
probably should be the first thing you 
order when you arrive at the Asian barbe- 
cue spot in the West Loop. Beverage man- 
ager Peter Vestinos designed this lighter, 
lower-alcohol cocktail to be the first of a 
night that might also include wine or beer 
at dinner and an after-dinner drink. “This 
cocktail doesn’t hit you in the face with a 
lot of booze,” Vestinos said. “It’s meant for 
longer drinking experiences where the 
flavors develop slowly.” These flavors in- 
clude a slight sweetness from the mango- 
grapefruit-black peppercorn shrub, which 
is made with low-acidity coconut vinegar. 
Vestinos adds shochu, a Japanese liquor 
in this case distilled from sugar cane, as 
well as dry vermouth and a spray of pep- 
permint mist. “The peppermint and tropic 
fruits have a nice aroma, a hint of some- 
thing coming down the road,” Vestinos 
said. “It’s very much for springtime.” 


Bourbon Shrub 
($11) at Elixir 
3452 N. Halsted St.

Head bartender Danny 
Quinn has had the 
Bourbon Shrub on Elixir’s 
menu since the Boystown 
lounge opened in 2011— 
and he knows he can’t 
take it off. “It’s so popu- 
lar,” Quinn said. “It can’t 

go anywhere.” One of the 
few shrub cocktails in the 
city to use a dark spirit, 
the cocktail begins with 
W.L. Weller 7-year wheated 
bourbon, then adds house- 
made pineapple shrub, 

a splash of Earl Grey tea, 
lemon juice and a sprig of 
rosemary. The overall ef- 
fect is herbal and slightly 
spicy, with none of the 
mouth-puckering sourness 
one might expect from the 
vinegar. “It’s sweet, it’s sa- 
vory and it’s refreshing all 
at the same time,” Quinn 
said. “It balances out so 
nicely.”

As colonial kitchen tricks such as pickling and canning come back into vogue, 
it’s no wonder preserved fruits and veggies have hit the cocktail world. Exhibit A 
is this year’s drink of spring: the shrub. No, it’s not an herb or a leafy plant; it’s a 
vinegar-based ingredient that more bartenders are making in-house and pairing 
with diverse spirits from gin to shochu to bourbon. “Shrubs were used back in 
the day when fruits and vegetables were much more seasonal than they are now,” 
said Paul McGee, head bartender at RPM Italian, Bub City and forthcoming 
tiki bar Three Dots and a Dash. “You take the fruit or whatever flavor you want, 
add vinegar to it to pull out all the flavor and preserve it, like pickling. Then you 
add sugar to it afterward for sweetness.” While vinegar in a drink might raise eye- 
brows, it doesn’t taste as strange as it sounds. It adds tartness, but that’s balanced 
by the sweetness of fruit and sugar and some savory flavors, too. Whatever your 
drink preference— fruity, fizzy, spicy or sweet—there’s probably a shrub cocktail 
to suit you this season.

If you want to try this subterranean cocktail 
mecca’s vegetable shrub, you’re going to 
have to trust the bartenders on duty. They be- 
gin with the house-made shrub, then create a 
“dealer’s choice” custom concoction (usually 
with gin) for the customer. Chief mixologist 
Cristiana DeLucca enjoys pairing the current 
shrub, which is made with green apples, cel- 
ery, root vegetables and herbs, with sweeter 
booze such as fortified wines or green char- 
treuse that can stand up to its tang. “One 

of the things | love about a shrub is that it’s 

a different kind of acidity,” DeLucca said. 
“Vinegar falls on a different part of the pH 
scale than lemon or lime does, and it almost 
has a savory aspect. It makes you thirsty and 
it’s refreshing at the same time.” DeLucca 
looks forward to the abundance of summer 
produce, which will allow her to change the 
shrub’s flavor as often as every other week. 


While many bars choose to make their own shrubs, small-batch bottled versions also 
exist. At cozy Bucktown cocktail spot Ada Street , bartender Sonja Lilljeberg adds a 

few drops of Bittermens Orchard Street celery shrub to the Ada’s bloody mary ($12). 
Bittermens’ version differs from the house-made shrubs other bars are using because it 
contains alcohol in addition to the vinegar, and since its flavors are more concentrated, 
just those few drops go a long way.

Anthony Mackie bulked 
up to keep up with 
‘Pain and Gain’ co-stars

If you played a bodybuilder whose steroid 
use caused size and performance issues in the 
downstairs region, you'd expect people to ask 
about that. But still. 

“This [female journalist] asked me, ‘I’ve 
never seen a crooked, small penis. So can I see 
yours?’ ” recalls Anthony Mackie, whose role 
as steroid-induced impotence sufferer Adrian 
in “Pain and Gain” has him co-headlining 
alongside Mark Wahlberg and Dwayne John- 
son. “I basically looked at her and said, “You 
know, the problem with that is, once you start 
the launch sequence, there’s no abort. So you 
can't push the fire missile if you’re not ready 
for that missile to go off.” 

Mackie notes—seriously, I think—that be- 
fore shooting the film, opening Friday, he ob- 
tained written proof that his sexual capabilities 
are A-OK. Viewers are more likely to focus on 
one of Hollywood’s most reliable young sup- 
porting actors “The Hurt Locker,” “The Ad- 
justment Bureau”) getting big exposure in the 
Michael Bay-directed action-comedy. 

“Pain and Gain” is based on the true story 
of a pair of buff, hapless Miami guys (Wahl- 
berg and Mackie) who recruit an even buffer, 
born-again ex-con (Johnson) to help them 
kidnap and rip off a wealthy businessman 
(Tony Shalhoub). Spoiler alert: The real vic- 
tim, Mark Schiller, survived and isn’t thrilled 
about a movie that seems to draw laughs from 
his near-death situation. 

By phone from Miami, the 33-year-old 
Mackie, who lives in his native New Orleans 
and soon will play the Falcon in “Captain 
America: The Winter Soldier,” talked about 
bulking up for “Pain and Gain” and why the 
film’s abundance of scantily clad Miami girls 
doesn’t do it for him. 


When you signed on to “Pain and Gain,” 
what were the terms of how large you had 

to get, and how were you feeling about that 
process? 

We never talked about size. Basically what 
happened was I signed on {and} I told Michael 


{Bay} I’m committed to putting on muscle and 
working out and getting started on this proj- 
ect. I only had three weeks before I started 
shooting, so I did a pretty intensive workout. 

I was in L.A. for the Oscars, I guess it was 
about a year and a half ago, and I bumped 
into Dwayne ... 

I was like, “Yeah, I’m hitting the gym, kid, 
I’m going to be bigger than you when I show 
up to set, so get ready.” And he goes, “All right, 
man, good luck with that.” [Laughs.]} I’m like, 
“I’m going to give this dude the business!” 

So instantly I went back home, started 
training the next day and changed my diet 
and put on about 17 pounds of muscle. 


You, Mark and Dwayne all look pretty huge 
in the movie. How would you describe all of 
you standing next to each other? 

{Laughs.] Put it this way: Standing next to 
Dwayne, a friend and I made a joke. If he’s 
the Rock, my nickname is the Pebble. 


And you’re OK with that? 
{Laughs.] [AII of us together] was kinda 
small, medium and grande. 


Mark Schiller has said the movie makes the 
criminals seem likable and the victims seem 
unlikable. What do you think about this guy 
being alive and seeing the guys who tor- 
tured him on screen coming off as fun? 
Well, I definitely understand that because 
he was a victim and it makes sense. The sad 
part about it is, he’s reacting to a commer- 
cial and not a movie. I would like him to see 
the movie before he passes judgments on a 
promotional commercial. But I definitely 
understand his reaction; if it was me, I’d be 
smacking somebody as well. 


On another note: Can a movie ever have too 
many girls in bikinis? 

Not a Michael Bay movie. I don’t think 
women are allowed to shop anywhere other 
than a bikini shop in Michael Bay’s movies. 


It saves money on material. 
It’s definitely eco-friendly. 


How difficult was that for you to stay fo- 
cused? 
It was Miami girls; they don’t really do it for

me. If we were in New York or Atlanta or 
Chicago, there would be consequences and 
repercussions.

If 
you look at my girl, she’s a beautiful girl, but 
she’s just a regular chick. I kinda like normal 
chicks. 


You’ve been widely known but on the cusp 
of “big stardom.”
